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[57] ABSTRACT 

An elevated house hereinafter called a treehouse in 
combination with at least one of the following addi- 
tional items: one or more swings such as a swingset, a 
set of gymnastic bars, a see-saw or teeter-totter, parallel 
bars for swinging and walking with one's arms, a slide, 
a basket and backboard for playing basketball, a fire- 
men's pole, a ladder adapted for climbing up into said 
house, a trapdoor adapted for entrance into said house 
and a platform adapted for beginning a slide down said 
firemen's pole.
